FIRST WRITES CAME 


AUSTIN' Texas. 
July SO.—Evidence 


that Texas was Inhabited by a prehis- 
toric people different from tho Indian 
who roamed the plains when the first 
white men came has been unearthed 
by James E. Pearce. processor of an- 
thropology of tlie University of Texas. 
The early inhabitant!;, h& said, lived m 
nomad-like 
existence, roaming 
from 


one part of the wilderness to another 
and killing-, with rude stone weapons, 
animals and even humans for food. 


In co-operation with the Smithsonian 


institute bureau of ethnology, Profes- 
?&r Pearce has been investigating1 the 
mounds for more than a year, he re- 
ported. 


"The life history of these people has 


been i id from the records they left 
In 
their 
burned-rock 
mounds 


kitchen middens," the professor said. 
"These mounds are piles of broken and 
charred bits of limestone three or four 
feel high and sometimes as long as 106 
feet. They are made up of the kitchen 
refuse of these 
prehistoric 
peoples 


who had regular camp sites 
at fre- 


quent intervals along 
the 
Edwards 


plateau, extending from Austin west- 
ward 10 New Mexico.

vanced to the stage of paleolithic cul- 
ture, an earlier age than Ihe period of 
neolithic culture, to which

the American Indians belonged. These 
early Texas inhabitants

"The kitchen mldriens which we r.is

GATHERING 
NEWS 


Newspapers have had a long up- 


hill fight in their efforts to estab- 
lish their rights—which are really 
the 
rights 
of 
the 
public—in 


connection with the gathering and 
printing of the news. 


The newspaper is something more 


than the product of private busi- 
ness enterprise. 
It is a public in- 


stitution charged 
with furnishing 


Ihe public with as full and com- 
plete a report as may be possible 
of what is going on in the commun- 
ity from day to day. 
Without this 


information being made available it 
is impossible to conceive of a gov- 
ernment existing in which every man 
is one of the rulers as well 
as 


one of the ruled. 


Public officials sometimes attempt 


autocratically to close avenues of 
public information that should be 
readily available to the press. Such 
a thing recently happened in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, where a' chief of po- 
lice refused to permit newspaper 
reporters tf 
have free access to 


the records of his department. When 
the editors made application to the 
courts, an injunction was promptly 
granted, barring the police 
official 


from further denying the press ac- 
cess to 
his 
records. 
The chief, 


who failed to obey the terms of the 
court order, has now been fined $100 
and instructed that all records of the 
police department are public rec- 
ords and must be open to the in- 
spection of the press and the pub- 
lic. 
In this a precedent has been 


established for the 
future 
right 


treatment of the public and the 
press in other places. 


A newspaper man died a short 


time asro in the west who had spent 
a good portion of his life in fight- 
ing the courts to establish the right 
of newspaper men to hold informa- 
tion secured by them in the ordinary 
course of doing their work, as being 
in the same protected class as com- 
munications passing between attor- 
neys and their clients. 
He suc- 


ceeded to the extent-that he obtained 
from the courts of two or three 
stales, decisions confirming the rights 
for which he was fighting. 


Xcwspaper men are not asking 


for special rights or privileges that 
would be of value to them as indi- 
viduals. 
What they do ask is that 


they shall bo given a full, unham- 
pered opportunity to serve the pub- 
lip. 


THAT DROWNING

of the public bath house with hun- 
dreds of people close by.

will charge carelessness or lack of 
foresight on the p'art of those in 
charge or those who lni-1 out the 
system of public baths.

not inclined to make any charge 
of this kind although we do say 
that had some lines been laid or 
had stakes or buoys been set in 
the water as a limit for those who 
could not swim, the accident might 
have been averted. - 


Experience teaches. Now that we 


have to record a deplorable drown- 
ing, perhaps the park department 
will adopt precautions that will go 
as far as may be, to make a like 
occurrence impossible in the future.
